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RAIN! 


This week’s audiences at The Cape 
Playhouse will have the first opportunity 
to see and hear an entirely new and 
original technical effect for the reproduc- 
tion of rain off stage. This amazingly ac- 
curate effect has been designed and con- 
structed by Henry Linck, Chief Electri- 
cian for several seasons for The Cape 
Playhouse, and one of Broadway’s most 
expert lighting technicians. In the past 
when the effect of rain has been called 
for in a script, one of two methods has 
usually been employed—one, which only 
produces sound—is the old fashioned 
method of sand and pebbles rolling on a 
fine screen—another utilizes a revolving 
disc on a spot light which gives a very 
fair imitation of falling rain when pro- 
jected on a semi-dark stage. 


The script of SPRING MEETING called 
for the actual sight of rain outside the 
windows cf the room—while the sound 
of rain plays an important part in the 
plot of the play. Faced with the dual prob- 
lem Mr. Linck and his assistant Perley 
Coates, designed a series of pipes, tanks, 
and rubber hoses which are so adjusted 
to allow the operator to control the di- 
rection and strength of the rain outside. 

Should this week’s audience contain 
anyone interested in the technical prob- 
lems of stage production, Mr. Linck 
will be glad to have them come back- 
stage ofter the performance and inspect, 
at close quarters, his new and entirely 
original rain effect. 


In the waters around Cape Cod, warn- 
ing mariners off shoals, are five light- 
ships: Pollock Rip, Stone Horse, Hand- 
kerchief, Vineyard Sound, and Hen and 
Chickens.
